Data and Voice Extraction (Update) 

Facility:

Summary: 

This ATS Maintenance Alert is being redistributed to provide 
additional guidance on the voice and data extraction requested on 
9/11, 

Alert; 

On 9/11/2001 the NOCC distributed two separate documents at the 
request of AAF-L 

1) A spreadsheet entitled ^AXX Region Data and Voice Extractions^ 
was developed and distributed to all SMO^s and Regions for the 
purpose of documenting any automation, radar, or voice data that is 
extracted, archived, or secured for the purpose of investigation into 
the terrorist activities. The spreadsheet is to be completed and 
forwarded to the NOCC through their Region. Click here for a copy of 
the spreadsheet. 

An example would be a request submitted to a facility by the NTSB 
for CDR and VRS data. The facility is to document the facility name, 
the type of data that was requested, the date/time the extraction 
occurred, did AT or AF complete tiie extraction, the name of the 
person who performed the extraction, whether the data is secure, what 
organization (NTSB, FBI, AT, etc} requested the data, and who was 
the data given to* 

2) A second separate memo was distributed requiring that all 
ARTCC^s duplicate all Host SAR tapes beginning 0900Z on

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9/11/2001 and continuing until 2100Z on 09/11/2001. Two copfcs are 
to be made. The originals are to be held secure by the AF Facility 
Manager. One copy will be held by the AOS-370 AutoiMUon 
Manager and one copy will be under the control of the AF Facility 
Manager for use in normal analysis and operations. Tapes to be held 
secure will be done so lAW the ARTCC Disaster Plan UFN. For a 
copy of the complete AOS-l memo, Click heje. 

UPDATE 09/14/01: Tate necessary action to pull and secure all data 
and voice extraction recordings from 9/11/01 beginning at OOOOZ 
(2000 EDT, 9/10/01) and terminating on 09/12/01 at OOOOZ (2000 
EDT, 9/11/01)(24 hour period). These tapes shall be held by local AF 
management for future potential use. Confirm with NOCC when the 
tapes have been secured. 

In coordination with local Air Traffic management, archive all date of 
notable incidents or events that have occuned outside of the above- 
mentioned window. 

This effort is in anticipation of numerous requests for data in the 
coming months. 

Facilities should take inventory of their tape supply and ensure th^ is 
sufficient tape stock on hand to accomplish the necessary duplication 
without affecting normal operational rotation and re-recording cycles. 
The Federal Aviation Administration Logistics Center (FAALC) has 
been advised to place a priority on field requisitions for rqilacement 
tapes.
